TRIED: TO KILL 
ALL OF THEM 


Detective Hutchens Shoots 
Two Policemen and Kills 
‘Himself. 


Evansville, Ind., September 1(8.—After 
fatally wounding: Chief of Police Fred 
Heuke and Police Captain BrennecKe, and 
seriously injuring Councilman Frank 
Lutz, Detective Thomas Hutchens tonight 
turned the gun on himself and commit- 
ted suicide, The shooting-was the result 
of an old feud. between Brennecke and 
Hutchens. The affair occurred just in- 
side the Tri-State fair grounds gate. 4 

The shooting occurred in the presence 
‘of about a hundred people. Neither Chief 
Heuke nor Captain Brennecke had _ op- 
pertunity to defend themselves. 

Six years ago Hutchens shot at Bren- 
necke in a saloon, but the bullet lodged 
ir the ceiling. It is believed that the con- 
viction this afternoon of William Trimbie, 
one of the men.whoe took part in the 
riots of July 5 and .6, had something to 
do with hastening the tragedy.

So fierce was the storm and 
so fearfully did the shippitch and roll 
that. they considered that they were at 
the mercy of the sea. 

“For a time,” -said Captain Fisher to 
some of the passengers after the severity 
of the blow had passed, ‘‘we were at the 
mercy ofthe sea and of God. The ship 
had but a light toad, whicb caused her to 
ride high in the water. The result was 
that the wind forced her in the trough 
of the waves. 

“Tie condensers could not be made to 
work and it was impossible to* keep her 


the machinery. At one time an effort was 
made to set sail and thus keep her head 
to the sea. The kind caught fhe south 
eanvas as though it had been so much 
nrusiin, however, and whipped it into 
fragments.”’ 

A part of the iron rail of the bow -was 
torn away by the sail as the wind tore it 
the spars and hurled it over- 
board. Fragments of the sail were pre- 
served by the passengers as memenices 
of the trip. 

So fearfully did the ship rol] that the 
passengers had to tie on the floor of tne 
saloon with arms and feet braced to keep 
from being pitched about. They could noi 
remain ‘in their state rooms because the 
wind whipped the sea into them, drencii- 
ing everything. 

,As they lIay on the floors they could 
hear the terrible noise of the storm of the 
laboring ship of loose furniture and 
crockery being dashed about. rn

Colonel Dessau said his client 
would admit the correctness of the count, 
and the defendant. on the stand stated 
that if the remark was used it was used 
when he was advising members of the 
police force that’ they had no right to 
club a man they were arresting because? 
he had cussed them. 

The recorder then recalled the case of 
O’Connor, a Macon policeman, who was 
given two years” in the penitentiary for 
using a club upon a negro who ‘abused 
him to such an extent that the negro was 
found dead in his cell the next morning. 
The recorder cited the case of Burns, a 
Savannah policeman; who was convicted 
of assault and battery for beating a pris- 
Oner with his club, the object being to 
show that he was admonishing members 
of the police force that it were better to 
be cussed than it was to beat a prisontr 
to death*and then’ suffer for It.

It was not thought that the differences 
would lead to anything pgerious, and 
with the exception of a few family quar- 
rels everything progressed smoothly un- 
ti! last Tuesday. On this day it is said 
Collins, together with his wife, visited 
the house of Williams, and-since that 
time Collins had remained there drunk. 
He quarreled frequently with his wife, 
and his conStant abuse led her father, 
Williams, to interfere. This interference 
on the part of the girl’s father enraged 
Collins the more, and he then began to 
abuse Williams, 

No trouble of a serious nature, how- 
ever, occurred until Thursday afternoon, 
when Collins agdin started his cursing 
and abuse, and upon being remonstrated 
With advanced upon Williams with a 
large knife. Williams retreated into the 
house, and procuring his shotgun warned 
the frenzied man to keep away. Collins,

Bad Gastein Nearly Wiped from 
Face of the Earth 


Accumulated Snow on Mountains 
Melted and Huge Cataracts 
Spurted from Mountain 
Down on Watering 
_ Place. 


New York, September |18.—A disaster in 
the shape of a storm. has fallen on this 
place, says a Herald dispatch from Bad 
Gastein, a famous Alpine watering place 
in Austria. Snow fell on top of accumu- 
lated snow and then came a heavy rain 
and on both sides of the valley from the 
great ranges of mountains for miles came 
spurting forth turbulent cataracts, The 
water from these rushed into other 
streams and the famous waterfall wh'ch 
runs through the center of Bad Gastein 
became a thundering mass of furious 
causing all the houses in the 
neighborhood to vibrate from its force. 
The climax came at 11! o'clock Thursday 
evening. About that hour the main street 
of the usually quiet town resounded with 
the ominous sound of long, loud bugie 
ealis, recognized in the neighborhood as 
the call of alarm and the signal that as- 
sistance was badly needed. The water- 
fall had increased to mighty proportiors. 
Trees and great masses of wood came 
thundering down. Earlier in the evening 
tne electric lights all over the town had 
gone out and the upper bridge on the 
main road to the Bockstein had fallen. A 
little later the one below the big water- 
fall gave way. 

All communication with the nearest sta- 
tion, Lend-Gaste, has been cut off owing 
to the fall of. the bridge and the few 
visitors remaining here are temporarily 
imprisoned.

“Whereas, unwarranted destruction of 
human ‘ife and the breaking down of 
constitutional government have been per: 
petrated through mob _ violence, which 
cften puts an innocent man to death for 
an alleged crime against womanhood; 
be it 

“Resolved, That we implore our people 
to refrain from any act that gives the 
mob an occasion or pretext for its un- 
holy and unwarranted destruction of such 
lives and the breaking down of consil- 
tuted and God-given government.” 

The resolution was referred to a com- 
mittee. The book, ‘“‘Leopard Spots,” by 
Thomas Dixon, was denounced in a reso- 
lution by Rev. J. M. Codwell and Rev. A. 
Barbour, of Texas, as traducing the coi- 
ored race. Reduction of publication, 
boards followed the general business ses- 
sion. 

Booker Washington addressed himself 
to the church delegates, and = in the 
course of his speech said: 

“In a large degree the negro minister, 
during the last twenty-five or thirty 
years, has been the preserver of peace 
and harmony between the races. But for 
the forbearance and patience and the 
gentle tact of the negro minister many 
race riots would have occurred in our 
country.

Congressman Williams Says the 
Fifteenth Amendment Will Be 
Principal Issue—Its Enact- 


ment Was a Great 
Blunder. 


Louisville, Ky., September 18.—Before 
leaving for his home in “Mississippi, Con- 
gressman Williams, who has been at a 
local infirmary under treatment, gave 
out an interview as to the probable is- 
sues during the next campaign. 

“So far as the south is concerned,” said 
Mr. Williams, ‘‘the Indianola affair is 
by no means settled. It will be decidedly 
a live issue not only in the southern 
states, but In the north as wel. The 
attention of the public will be called 
to the fact that there is a fed@raT statute 
which provides that there must be at 
least one postoffice in each county. 

‘‘The repeal of the fifteenth amendment 
will also be a vital issue, in the south 
at least. Its enactment was one of the 
greatest blunders of the century—a blun- 
der worse than a crime. It calls for no 
effort at frankness on my part to say 
that I am opposed to it. So far as I 
know, the fourteenth amendment has 
not been called into question by any 
one at the south, despite press reports 
to the contrary. Equally strong planks 
for the democratic platform will be an 
anti-colonial clause and a demand for an 
honest and economica] administration,’’

taining free trade between all British 
countries and a protective wall of 
tariff rates against all foreign imports 
that would compete with British or 
colonial products. 

Unfortunately for the success of his 
proposal to. the British public he 
coupled with it the incident of 
a tax on raw materials for bread- 
stuffs, and to relieve the mani- 
fest hardship of it promised old age 
pensions to those who should fall be- 
low the line of self-support. The pro- 
tests against this policy have been 
vigorous and disconcerting to a de- 
gree. Mr. Chamberlain has tried to 
modify those objectionable points, 
but the bread-eaters with the bit be- 
tween their teeth have practically 
routed and run him down.

Premier’ Balfour's recent pamphlet 
is a palpable argument for the Cham- 
berlain policy, with modifications of a 
sort that the latter will not embrace, 
but we may be sure that if Mr. Cham- 
berlain can force an appeal to the 
country and carry in a parliament fa- 
vorable to his programme, Balfour will 
shed no tears.

recent igsues of The Constitution, a par- 
oxysm of holy horror, at the enormity of 
lynching seems to have seized the presi- 


‘| dent, an associate justice of the supreme 


court of the United Btates, a governor, a 
bishop and various distinguished divines, 
white and colored. It appears to have as- 
sumeéd the proportions of a small cyclone, 
and the result is a unnanimous ex cathe- 
dra, windy fulmination against anarchy 
and mob law. ' 

.Whence the present necessity of this 
fierce charge upon a man of straw? Who 
in Georgia favor anarchy or mob law in 
its true ard offensive sense? When in the 
history of this great state were the peo- 
ple More loyal to law and government” 
«When were courts more regularly held 
and the law more speedily and justly ad- 
ministered and her virtuous and patriotic 
people more conservative’ and law-abid- 
ing? These denuficiations of mob law and 
anafchy are intended to characterize the 
}summatry punishment of negroes for cer- 
tain nameless crimes. Would it not be 
infinitely more wise to bestow all this 
learned breath in effort to remove the 
causé—to stop the crime than to en- 
courage it unwittingly by silence at its 
enormity and bitter denunciation of its 
rightéous punishment. A sweet girl ht 
,her teens, all unconscious of danger, is 
threading her way to school, is outrage 
by a beastly negro, her throat cut and her 
body dragged into the woods and hid to 
be d red by dogs or vultures. An hon- 
est, tolling farmer leayes in the morning 
for the field of his labor, the wife of nis 
love in tancied security in his cottage or 
castle, supposed to be under the proctec- 


ption of a government he pays his money 


to support and gives his blood to defend, 
both happy; he returns in the evening, 
and instead of meeting at the gate the 
sparkle of “an eye that watches his com- 
ing, and grows brighter when he comes,” 
he beholds the moldering ruins of his 
home and the charred remains of the 
idol of his heart, with her head crushed 
with a bludgeon, after she had suffered a 
horror worse than death. The neighbors, 
with common consent and with common 
hands and without the sordid incentive 
gf reward meet, hunt up the criminal, 
identify him, receive his confession of 
guilt and administer speedy, deserved and 
sumMary punishment, in which the cle- 


4 ments of justice, penalty, revenge, pre- 


vention and protection are combined. This 
is slmply lynching, and great. men utterly 
ignore the crime involving honor, security 
and life and raise a2 how! of indignation 
against those who thus essay to secure 
protection and punish the criminal. These 
denunciations may solace the relatives of 
Sam Hose, but they will never control the 
action of conservative, chivalric Geor- 
gians. 

It seems to me that if those who seek 
to teach the people and control public 
sentiment understood the genesis of this 
crime, for which the American people 
row, north and south, adopt lynching as 
the rightful remedy, they would find its 
birth and origin IN THE INSANE DE- 
SIRE 
EQUALITY WITH THE WHITE RACE 
ENCOURAGED AND FOSTERED BY 
THE TEACHING AND POLICY OF THit 
REPUBLICAN PARTY... The negroes 
were taken from the field and put to 
making constitutions for the truest and 
bravest people of earth. The freedman's 
bureau was established to decide contro- 
versies between the whites and the ne- 
groes in favor of the negroes. White men 
elected to the legislatures were turned out 
and black men, defeated at the ballet box, 
were put their places. They were sent 
to each use of congress and appointed 
to important positions in the executive 
department. They were encouraged 10 
idleness and reliance upon the govern- 
ment for a livelihood by the promise of 
40 acres and a mule. The forty-third con- 
gress passed the civil rights bill intended 
to inforce by law absolute social equality. 
President McKinley rode in state by the 
side of a negro. President Roosevelt dined 
a negro with his family at the white 
house, The highest official in the United 
States, thus setting the example of per- 
fect equality with the negro In the most 
sacred function of social life—dining at 
the family board with wife and children. 
Minnie Cox, a negress, is fed at the pub- 
lic crib, though out of office, while Miss 
Heuldah Todd, a white woman and faith- 
ful public officer, is put out of office at 
the behest of party henchmen. The latest 
miserable fraud and deception perpetrated 
upon the negro by the republican party 
was Senator Hanna’s late bill to pension 
the blacks. All this professed devotion 10 
the negroes’ rights, social equality in- 
cluded, is a delusion and a snare intend- 
ed to secure the negro vote in the national] 
nominating convention from the 
south and the negro vote at the 
ballot box in the . election in the 
middle and western states. The 
republican party cares nothing for the 
negro except his vote. Lynching may go 
on, government may fesier and rot down 
with postal frauds in Cuba and at Wash- 
ington if that party can keep in power. 
The negro has been trained to believe 
that gocial as well as political and legal 
equality is his due, and a blind idiot can 
read between the lines of Booker Wash- 
ington’s teaching that his meaning is to 
incite the race to aspirations for social 
equality and yet those who denounce con- 
servative, patriotic white men for lynch- 
ing would vote him an apothoesis. The 
crime for which lynching is the only effi- 
cient remedy is the practical test by the

The governor of Indiana is greatly dis- 
turbed on account of lynching, yet that 
virtuous officia] in violation of his official 
oath and the constitution of his coun- 
try, harbors the assassin of the governor 
of an adjoining state. % 

To denounce the brave, conservative 
men in Georgia who justify lynching for 
criminal assault, assassination ahd ar- 
son and train wrecking for purposes of 
robbery, as a riotous, lawless mob is a 
perversion of langvwage @nd an insult to 
the people. The proof that the people’ of 
Georgia justify lynching in exceptional 
cases is found in the fact that sworn 
grand jurors will not indict, nor traverse 
juries convict citizens for lynching in 
these cases. The only official notice taken 
of a lynching is the offering of a reward 
by the governor, and a charge to the 
grand jury by the judge, both of which 
are perfunctory pftre and simple. Lynch- 
ing for crimina] assault is not anarchy. 
It is not mob law in the offensive sense 
of that term. If mob law, it is only so in 
the technical sense of being without or 
against the law. If mob lew at all, it is 
only so in the sense that seizing the tea 
at Boston, and the powder at Savannah 
Was mob law, to-wit: an éxtra legal pro- 
ceeding to aiivance the right. It has no 
more similarity to the butchery of Lav- 
endee-and Parig than light has to dark- 
ness. Nor does it bear the slightest. 
analogy to Lord George Gordon's riot of 
London or the Kensington riots of Phila- 
delphie.

Retirement, as Viewed by an English 
Economist. 


From the standpoint of history, Mr. 
Chamberlain's policy is but a phase in @ 
movement which definitely announced 
itself, not merely in individual politicians, 
but In the English race toward the close 
of the eighteenth century. 

A series of blinding triumphs, followed 
vy a measureless disaster—the loss of our 
plantations in America—had convulsed the 
ration to its center, and from that hour 
of triumph and disaster the movement 
began which inerecent times has led to 
such incidents as the extrusion of the 
French from Egypt, the suppression of 
The Boer republics, the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance, and the erection of the comon- 
wealth of Australia. 

In philosophical terminology the mean- 
ing of the movement is simply this: from 
the stage of gelf-consciousness as a demo- 
cratic nation, Britain is passing into the 
stage of self-consciousness as a dem?- 
cratic empire. And in this effort Britain 
can find no instruction in the statesman- 
ship of the past, for the empires of the 
past confronted no problem equally com- 
plex and vast. England, in the very act 
of creating a world-empire without a 
parailel, is at the game time founding a 
school in empire for future generations, 
and for empires whose very forms and 
localisations are hid as yet in dateless 
time, 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Plan. 

Within the British empire, which, strict- 
ly speaking, is but at the outset of its 
career, dating only from the first quarter 
of the nineteenth century, as within every 
organism, disruptive forces are in per- 
petual] operation, and at different perioas 
different statesmen have endeavored to 
nullify thoes forces or to convert them in- 
to forces of cohesion. Mr. Chamberlain's 
fiscal policy is the immediate complement 
of the policy which led to the war in 
South Africa. It is his:-way of answering 
the problem—Will the twentieth century 
in its cOurse knit more closely the ties 
of sentiment which bind Engiand and her 
colonies by adding to these bonds the 
bonds yet more potent of mutual interest 
and mutual fears? 

He was no statesman who in the house 
the other day derided an empire founded 
on sordid self-interest. Had those hon-Js 
Of mutual interesi and mutual! fears «x- 
isted in 14775, Washington weuld have 
gone to his grave a loyal Englishman. No 
man, in &@ sense, ever did a greater dis- 
service to his country than General James 
Wolfe. His th-starred victory, by remov- 
ing from the colonists the salutary terreur 
of France before either England or the 
cOlonists understood the Significance of 
the hour, made every British farmer ow 
American soii a potential rebel, 

I can never share, I confess, the 
blacency with which certain lite: 
iticians regard the loss of the American 
ccionies, LO me the surrender after 
Yorktown is still the gi eatest disaster 
in England s history, and, rightly Lnder- 
stood, the greatest disaster in America's 
| Eistory. ‘But in the: twentieth century, 
at any rate, the time fs nast when the 
colonics could regard their separation 
from the mother country, ~without ap- 
prehension or England regard their dis- 
affection with uncencern. To the colo- 
nies the iseue of the present debate is ds 
momentovs as to Eneland.

Empire and Sacrifice. 
The same power which three ye 
made Pretoria within eesy 
tence of Londen will in the immediate 
future place Wellington and Sydney 
within easy striking distance of Berlin 
or St. Petersburg, Washington cr Tokio. 
But fér two or for three generations to 
come it means suffering, it means sel f- 
sacrifice, it means laring—such seif-sac- 
tifice as in the time of Frederick Prus- 
sia underwent in order to establish her

Empir: as the Destiny of Britain. 

To English éars the term “Destiny” 
has, 1 am aware, a suspicious, or alien 
sound. Yet with the exception of the 
Arab, no nation’s hist@ry and no na- 
tion’s litereture are so pervaded by the 
thought which underlies the word. 3 

The heroes of the first English epic 
like the first warrior kings of England, 
carry aut their work under the shadow 
of a grand and somber fatalism. It is the 
faith of Byron in his maturity and of 
the last years of Carylye. Genius fos 
empire in a race is analogous to genius 
for art in an individual. It is a force 
from within, an inner necessity which 
impels the race irresistibly to its doom 
and, transmitted in the very blood of the 
race from generation to generation, man- 
ifests in that series of phenomena which, 
when the drama of the race is ended. con- 
stitutes its ‘“‘history.". The greatest 
Statesmen of the wor!ld—men whom if 
wouhtd be rash to accuse of fancifulness— 
have acknowledged this power in the 
moments of their deepest insight—Sulla, 
Caesar, Cromwell, Bismarck. 

And certainly if any race can arrogate 
the right to name “empire” as jis desti- 
ny, that race is the English. For that 
|} consciousness of a power not itself. ve 
its truer self, beats at the heant of Ene. 
land’s histery, and ailke in war and in 
religion determines the great crises of 
that history. The dream of empire in the 
tenth century transformed Knut from an 
adventurer into a world ruler. The same 
cream shapes the policy of William—not 
“conqueror” in any modern sense of that 
term, but “conquaestor.”’ the last of the 
“COfeekers.”” those bands of adventurers, 
the’ bravest of the wiiole Teutonic kin- 
dred, who for six centuries poured them- 
selves into Enmzgland~and his policy de- 
termines the policy of Norman and of 
Angevin for two centuries after. Ere. 
land’s wars were then wars for empire— 
a hopeless empire, an empire of the fields 
of France. We gained ihe glittering Dat- 
tles, but we lost France. But within 
the Same century England, in the sunset 
and in the sunriece, discovered the path 
to a mightier destiny. And for that new- 
er empire Siowly arising, and for tha 
establishment of her peace—the Pax RBrit- 
annica—upon those beneath her sway, all 
her laier wars were waged, from Cadiz 
and the Azores :to Dargai and Paarde- 
berg. 

Lord Rosebery’s Secret of State. 

In a speech before the Liberal League, 
Lord Rosebery the other day made a re- 
markabie comment woon the policy of the 
government. He accused Mr. Chamber- 
lain of dragging ‘‘the unity of the em- 
pire” from its sanctuaried silence and 
tossing it for debate into the market 
place, and saw in this the beginning of 
the end. The omen indisputably was sin- 
ister. It recalled ingtantly to the min 
that paragraph in which a Roman ora- 
tor and historian accuses the legions of 
Galba of betraying a secret of state— 
that the power might be where Rome was 
not—a taunt strangely fulfilled two cen- 
turies "later: and Lord Rosebery’s sen- 
tences left upon the mind something of 
the impression which in the recent war 
the opening of the morning newspapers 
sometimes produced. 

But has Mr. Chamberlain really d- 
vulged a secret of state? In a democra- 
cy all is discussed. Where the press is 
free nething is sacrosanct. The whole 
world, so to speak, is but one vast mar- 
ket place. 

No, Mr. Chamberiain has betrayed no 
secret of state; rather, I should say. like 
Turgot, at the zenith af his power, and 
| at the hazard of that power. he has 
‘ forced from the study into the sphere of 

practical politics the most fate-fraught 
| question which england has tad to face 
for over a century and a quarter. 
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Abraham Lincoln is another. This is just- 
ified upon the ground of state necessity. 
Society which is greater than states and 
Statesmen; which makes and unmakes 
eovernments, sometimes, not often, en- 
counters exigencies or problems that, con- 
stituted as hum@n nature is, defy solu- 
tion in conformity with the cold letter of 
a given rule The southern white people 
have met a social condition, the like of 
which never existed before, amd upon 
which neither experience, observation, 
nor history can possibly shed any light. 
It is a race conflict, now on, begun by 
the blacks and the lynching dance will 
and ought to go on, as long as the blood 
of murdered or the shrieks of ruined 
white women furnish the music. I agree 
with the Connecticut judge that it is 
better to make the mob a court than to 
make the court a mob. It is an immense 
mistake td suppose that only bad men 
engage in lynching. Let the Newnan 
crowd answer that allegation. The men 
who engage in it do not oppose the ad- 
ministration of the law; they only antici- 
pate it. They do not opp0Ose the govern- 
ment; they stand for the protection of 
society and the’ punishment of crime. 
They do not destroy property; they do 
not interfere with business; they do not 
punish without evidence of guilt. They 
peaceably and quietly assemble and when 
their work is done they as peaceably and 
quietly dieperse. But it is said that they 
make qa mistake and punish an innocent 
man. This may be trug but it rarely 
happens. Courts and juries frequently 
make grave mistakes jn the conviction of 
the innocent and the “acquittal of the 
guilty. Nihil inventum est, et simul] per- 
fectum. If the politician, the press and 
} the pulpit would devote more attention 
to the denunciation of the crime and the 
criminal lynched, and less to the abuse 
of the hynchers, they would render a 
bettey service to society. and less unin- 
tentional aid to crime.

A Mammoth Locomotive. 


The supreme example in heavy locomo- 
tive construction is the articulated com- 
pound now being built by the American 
locomotive works for the Baltimore and 
Ohio Rallroad Company. and which ie to 
weigh 285,000 pounds—all on the drivers— 
says The Railway and Engineering Re- 
view. The locomotive will have six pairs 
of driving wheels, 56 inches in diameter. 
The rear three are rigid and are driven 
by high pressure cylinders. The forward 
three are mounted in a separate frame, 
which swings freely under the boiler, and 
are driven by low pressure cvlinders, tak- 
ing their steam from the high pressure 
evlinders of the rear set of drivers. The 
high pressure cylinders are 20 inches in 
diameter and the low pfessure ones 32, 
while the stroke of both sets of engines Is 
32 inches. The boiler wil] carry a steam 
pressure of 235 pounds. The tube heat- 
ing surface will comprise 4,135 square 
feet and the fire box heating surface 
190 square feet, or a total of 4,325 square 
feet. The total weight of the engine 
and tender will be 415.000 pounds. The 
tender wil] carry 7,000 gallons of water 
and 13 tons of coal. 

It is the intention to place the locomo- 
tive at the disposal of the international 
testing committee of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition after it has been broken 
in on the road.

TEMPERATURES STILL LOW, 


On Which the Market Was Rallied 
Sharply, Later FKeacted and 
Closed 3 to 4 Points Lower 
Except September and 
October. 


New York, September 18.—The cotton 
market opened steady at unchanged prices 
te an advance of 3 points on all options 
except March, which was 2 points lower. 
The advances were due to cables that 
averaged up a little better than expected 
and continued covering, but almost at 
once the market turned easier an? soon 
showed a net loss of 3@6 points under 
the more favorable weather advices. 
These refiected generally clearing con- 
ditions over the south and naturally en- 
couraged expectations of a freer move- 
ment with the pert receipts for the day 
estimated at some 25,000 bales. against 
only about 13,000 bales yesterday. Sell- 
ing was restricted, however, by the low 
temperatures over the belt, altoough the 
forecast called for warmer weather, and 
it seems that the rank and file of the 
bear contingent have been shaken in their 
conviction as to the probaSle course of 
values as a result of the recent Setback 
to the crop, and after the early decline 
the market was rallied by a renewal of 
bull support with September showing par- 
ticular firmness and advancing to 11.48, 
a net gain of 13 points, while the bal- 
ance of the list showed advances of 2 
to Ii points. The advance was encour- 
aged by the large exports, which reached 
nearly 21,000 bales, including 9,162 from 
New York, and apprehensions of bull ma- 
nipulation in Sertember in view of the 
disappointing movement. Shortly after 
midday, however, the recognized bear in- 
terests became more aggressive, and with 
the room turning for profits the market 
eased off and closed steady net 3 to 4 
points lower on al! options except Sep- 
tember and Octcber. which were 7@1 
points higher, respectively. Sales were 
estimated at 250,000 bales.
